It is also possible to argue that you ore engaging in a self-justification 
because you not only refused to help but tried to dissuade rae when I a eked you to 
act ee my lewyer in an effort to bring out what you have juet prevented Jim from doing*

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In talking to me *ridajr night you made much of your Judgement, end I 
eskad you to exemine the record it has made for you. I shell, to a limited degree, 
for I h eve no time for the gilding of liiliea. It is your excellent Judgement, 
you s8id, th‘ t you had to use for Jim f e benefit* In each of the few of the available 
inat8ncee of you r Judgement that I will cite I ask Jrou to pretend you are not invol- 
ved, that you ore impartial, *'Bd then ask the question, lie this inconai8tent with 
the action of an agent?" 

My first experience with you and your "Judgement" wse whan you prevented 
Deve Dellinger* e publication of a review of VHITiiiWASai. X ou then accused me of plag- 
lar&fca, eeying I had drawn on the work of others (non-existent at the time I wrote 
that book, ee you afcmuld have known). V.hea I challenged you and disproved your 
alender, actually in the form of blackmail, intended to force me to give you credit 
for what I had done, you fol&Mddxthe course of Selendria honor and did not with- 
draw your foul end self-serving slanders* ^his first instance of Salsndrie "judge- 
ment" cost me rnd honest criticiem of the Warren Report access to the progress! ve- 
paoce press, for had "Liberation", in thet very early day, p^id attention to solid 
criticism of the Report in honest books, that press might not thereafter have been 
silent for eo long* 

Th n there ia your "Judgement" in your writing about the bullets* You, 
the progressive lawyer, the men who detests the excesses of the FBI, actually 
dedicated your writing to en FBI agent, Frazier. You *±wf praised him eectatically

Had Frazier testified really honestly, the fremeup of Oswald end with him thst of

Consistent with this is your handling of the FBI report when you wrote 
about it.

That certainly wae one way of being on e 
program for ^HITi ASH, the first tn that eras end on e station with so widespread 
en audience* Thie conduct of yours, whatever caused it f ie not inconsistent with that 
of en agent trying to mislead and to deny attention x© genuine rritical writing*

Kpstein, end too name should be enough consent ary. Thompson, the man who came up 
with the copout formula that might get the government off the hook • What better 
examples cen be cited of your superb judgement I 

I ekip to your December whirlwind In New Orleans, where you spent 
pven^, minute you could to persuading * im he should trust nobody end that everybody 
wss or la en agent. x his was unnecessary, wee not warranted by any fact* In doing 
this you succeeded in separating him from some he might hove gotten worthwhile 
help and judgements from and were your own terror campaign egclnet him and his 
peace of mind* *ou could not have done more to frighten and disorient him* ThelJ, 
for no reason at ell, you mixed with your pose of gi^by eminence a stance as 
Counteragent ^o* 1* ^ou went eround and put on guard those who might be, for no 
reason, based on no knowledge, tna with euch ferocity of determination it wee not 

possible to stop you. *ou then blew en excellent chance of inflicting the |reetest 
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damage on the other fide end in the doingjloid o foundation for greet hurt to us 
end Jim. There was no possible rt^onal reason for the t hinge you did and &&id 9 no 
poeslble constructive purpose to be served by them, ^affe had already agreed to 
surrender hie credentials voluntarily, as * hed persuaded him earlier that morn- 
ing, when he ocknolw lagged to me that he might elxeaiy have hurt im by the things 
he had done while he carried them. ^accuse it ie unpardonable for a private citizen to 
pretume to epeak for the district attorney of a major city, end in auch a case, I 
did not take them.

Without carrying this further, which ie possible, I tell you 1 think 
it sintcca a persueeive argument that you ore, indeed, what you cell everyone else, 
an egent. I wise tell you whet you heve often heard me say, whether or net a man 
does whet he doee for pey ie not ee eignificent ae the effect of whet he doee. 

You heve made your own record, and 1 shall do with it what I can. t is not 

imp fr tent to me to decide whether or not you ere or could be en agent. It ie euffif- 



icient for me to understand that If you are an B^ent what you hr*v® done is more 
honorable * for then you will hare beon faithful to come trust, have done hut oonr»- 
one hod the right to expect of ycu.

Ae I told you in New Orleans, those f ightfhl things you do, regardless of 
what impels them (t$oo he© an apt flhreae about how much Ctster's scout hod corned 
Ouster^ trust), eo unsettle me they make it Impossible for me to work well for 
several days. If you persiet in this dubious career, do ae tbo fevor of doing It 
without any contact at ©11 with me. 

It sickens *ie to write one of us as x hove you. I told you I would.
